at Dieppe ona tate occasion, one of the 
principal entertainments, and that in which 
she seemed to take most delight, was a con- 
test for several smal! prizes which she had de- 
termined to appropriate to the winners, ac- 
cordmg to her own peculiar taste.

I must 
observe here, that previous to his being put 
under my care, he had fasted six days at one 
time ; but, upon seeing me, he said it was all 
over, and he began to eat: and yet in a little 
time he was as obstinate with me, till he found 
that I could force food into him with little 
trouble.

Jones, late Secretary of the Navy of the 
United States, with the Report of the Board of 
Engineers, and the Memorial of the ( hamber 
of Commerce of Philadelphia,”’ has been hand 
ed to us, and perused with attention ; it treats 
on a subject of particular interest not only to 
the cammerce of this city, but as connected 
with the convenience aud welfare of our 
neighboring States. Considering the charac- 
ter of our city, its high standing and just 
claims on the attention of Congress, and con- 
sidering the eminent services it is calculated 
to render, and, in fact, the urgent necessity 
which exists for this artificial harbor at the en- 
trance of or waters, to protect the property of 
our merchants, and the lives of our seamen, 
and also the very singular circumstance that 
upon a line of nearly two liundred miles in ex- 
tent, lying along the middle of the Atlantic 
part of the Union, and probably, as the cham- 
ber of commerce observe, the most frequented 
of any portion of the coast, there is not a sin- 
gle point which offers a harbor to the distress- 
ed and exhausted navigator; it must with 
every one be a matter of surprise, that at this 
moment this improvement should remain un- 
accomplished.
